LATE-COMERS MAR

After yesterday’s experience at 
the Radio Orchestra Symphony 
Concert in the Capitol Theatre,

These, and other like, questions 
may seem somewhat academic, 
The casual observer may take the 
view that answers will be in time 
enough when the general problems 
of post-war reconstruction call for 
solution. Such suggestions, how- 
ever, would fail to take account 
of the vitally important fact that 
the whole plan is essentially one 
for post-war development. Nothing 
could be more unfair to Mr. 
Lemass and Mr. Reynolds than 
to suppose that their estimate of 
the new capital required is, so to 
speak, a number taken from a 
cab.” It would not be at all 
creditable to suppose that the pro- 
posed £8.000,000 of new capital is, 
in the language of public finance, 
a mere “ vote on account.”

Agriculture’s Future 
What form will Irish agri- 
culture take in the future? The 
answer depends largely upon the 
attitude of England. If she 
wants Irish cattle and sheep, 
Irish bacon and dairy produce

quantities that she welcomed 
before the war—the farmer can 
settle down to the assurance of 
a livelihood, if not of a- golden 
future. England, however, has not 
yet seen fit to declare her own 
agricultural policy. Her own 
farmers at present enjoy the 
benefit of a guaranteed market and 
guaranteed prices; after twenty 
years, during which their fortunes 
sank and sank, they find them- 
selves indispensable; and they are 
naturally eager to know whether 
peace will confirm them in their 
new. prosperity, or will thrust 
them back into the obscurity in 
which they languished between the 
wars. All of the bodies that 
represent farming interests have 
asked Mr. Churchill's Government 
at one time or another to state its 
intentions; and last week the 
Manchester Chamber of Commerce 
said that, until the broad lines of 
policy in regard to agriculture 
were made known, no effective 
planning of industrial or com- 
mercial policy would be possible, 
The vital question, of course, is 
to what extent, if any, Great 
Britain proposes to protect. her 
farmers. They cannot hope to 
produce wheat as cheaply as the 
huge provinces’ of Canada, or to 
stock the butchers' shops as 
easily as Australia and the 
Argentine can stock them. Pro- 
tection, or some form of subsidy, 
will be needed if the sad history 
of British agriculture after the 
last war is not to be repeated. 
British opinion is divided on 
the subject. The industrialists 
do not wish to impose duties 
on imported foodstuffs, because 
overseas countries have an 
unpleasant habit of retaliating 
by the imposition of duties on 
British industrial goods. On the 
other hand, Britain cannot afford 
to let down her farmers a 
second time. It was fortunate 
for her that they were capable of 
a supreme effort during the pre- 
sent war: for otherwise hundreds 
of ships which brought her 
munitions of war in the hour of 
her need after Dunkirk would 
have been required for the trans- 
port of food. A long-sighted 
policy would seem to demand such 
protection as will encourage the 
farmers to remain on their land, 
even if the cost to the public is 
considerable. These are the cir- 
cumstances that Ireland must 
keep in mind. The British 
demand for Irish produce after 
the war may be a lot smaller than 
it was, and there is no guarantee 
that prices will be high. Post- 
war planning must reckon with 
these possibilities. We must 
make up our minds—once the 
British have made up theirs—to 
strike the best conceivable balance 
between the home and the 
cross-Channel market. Whatever 
happens, it seems certain that 
laissez-faire is gone, and that 
substantial sums of money will be 
required for the maintenance of 
Irish farming at the most modest 
level of prosperity. The coming 
years will prove again what was 
demonstrated so abundantly 
during the last peace—that no 
nation is mistress of its own 
destinies ,

CONDEMNED 


It was ‘hopeless for a Protestant 
to marry a Roman Catholic and 
expect to have a happy married 
life, said the. Rev. J. C. Robb 
LL.D., at the Church of Ireland 


tan Hall, Dublin, on Saturday night. 
“If you are contemplating 
marriage with a Roman Catholic, 
[ would say to you ‘you will be 
very unhappy.” Mr. Robb said 
that he did not preach against mixed 
marriages because of any bitterness 
against the Catholic Church; but 
the two faiths were so different and 
so irreconcilable, and the Catholic 
reaching was so distinct and so 
ard, that it was impossible for 2 
Protestant to marry a Roman 
Catholic and have a lastingly happy 
marriage. The Catholic Chure 
preached that it was no marriage 
unless performed by one of its own 
riests in a Catholic church; or, if 
it vas performed in a Protestant 
church, it could only be under very 
special circumstances, and the 
children must be brought 
Catholics.
